The
Treasury Depsrtment is the pivot of all the
praises whic}: the Republicanstump speakers
and parly press bestowed on the adminis-
tration during the late political canvass for
members of Congress and Slate officers. The
collection of the taxes, the reduction of the
publio debt, were dwell upon as the great re-
deeming traits of an administration in other
respects weak and indefensible. But these
eulogies belong to the Secretary of the Trea-
sury rather than the President, -Bontwell ia
known to be ambitious; he wonld gladly run
for the Presidency; and Grant, though fall of
jealongy, dares not remove him. Aided by
the dexterous advice of Cameron, he is theres-
fore socheming to flank an obstaclg which he
eannot attack in front.

The plan is to clip BDoutwell's wings by
divesting him of his patronage as Secretary
of the Treasury. The machinery by which
the revenue is collected is very wide and ex-
tensive in comparison with that by which it
is disbursed. The President's project to
create a Department of Ilovenue witha new
Cabinet ofticer at its head is the joint off-
spring of Graut's {anluusy aud Cameron's
adroitpess, It would strip Boutwell of all
his effective patronage. All the
for collecting both the internal and
the oustows revenue are subor-
dinates of the Becrelary of the Treasury,
and subject to his direction. They exceed in
number every other class of officers except
the postmasters; and in influence they over-
top all the other officers together. In the
late Republican canvass in this State, for
example, everybody looked to Colleotor
Murpby as the ‘‘head centre” of politicsl
movements, while scarcely a thought was be-
stowed on Postmaster Jones. The revenue
sorvioe is the most powerfxl branch of ad-
ministration; and as Grant has no pretext for
removing Boutwell, he and his advisers have
concocted a scheme for nentralizing his infln-
ence by trausferring his patronage to a new
officer, less independent of the President.

The fact that the 7ribune is the vehiole
for exposing and reprobating this scheme is
significant, as showing that General Grant's
slanghter of Mr, Greeley has alienated the
most powerful organ of the Republican party.

The vast army of subordinates in the
custom-houses are appointed by the Secretary
of the Treasury, To be sure, they are named
by the collectors, but they cannot be ap-
K;)inh-d without the approval of the Ssoretary.

r. Boutwell, therefore, as the laws now
siand, can prevent the appointment of
any subordinate revenue officer who
is not committed to bis intersst, Grant is
unwilling that this formidable power should
rest in the hands of a suspected rival; and
so be postpones filling the vacant offics of
Commissioner of Internal Revenne, in the
hope that Congress may be persaadad to
orect a new department, and create a new
Cabinet officer, trausferring to him all the
funotions which give political inflnence to
the Secretary of the Treasury. Mr. Bout-
well would thereby be dwarfed to a mere
oustodian of the public funds and a dis-
bursing officer to make payments. IHe would
also retain power to manipulate that financial
laufhing-utock, his abortive funding scheme,
and to advertise, as at present, sales of gold
and purchases of bouds. But his effective
political patronage would bs made over to
the new member of the Cabinet, the head of
the new Depariment of Revenue. The pro-
posed officer would be selected by Ganeral
Grant, who would take good care that he
sheuld neither bave Presidential aspirations
of his own, nor favor those of any rival,

The fact that such a schema to supplant
Boutwell is planned by General Grant
evinees his misgivings and his consciousnesa
of politioal weakness. He has expended the
E!eat stock of military popularity with which

e came out of the war and to which he owed
his nomination. Were it not for the patron-
age ef his office, he would be a political bank-
rupt. The insignificance of the President
was trathfully depicted by General Butler in
his recent conversation published in the
Tribune, as follows: —

There are many of onr conntrymen who
gincerely believe in fres trade, as do many

| others in protection; while there is a large

olass who, not having yet studied the ques-
tion, bave no decided opinion upon it—not
to speak of politicians by trade who are ready
to profess or supporl any doctrine that seems
likely to favor their personal aspirations, We
entreat earnest free traders and earnest pro-
tectionists to unite in demanding that the
issue between their respective dootrines shall
be made 80 broad and clear that the ill-in.
formed and heedless shall be compelled to
gtudy the subject and take ene side or the
other, while the politicians by trade shall, in
the decision of this question, be reduced to
their proper insignificanee,

If a great practioal issue, affecting the
well-being of our country and her people,
cannot be decided just right, we prefer that
it be deocided exactly the other way. A mud-
died, half-and-half decision may stand for
years; while one that was wholly wrong
would be speedily and surely reversed.

We have so profound a conviction of the
beneficence and nocessity of protection that
we are entirely willing to see a fair trial male
of thorough free trade: for we are sure that
the conntry would not, bdcause it could not,
endure it. Two years of complete, ganuine
free trade would secure us against a repeti-
tion of the mistake for at least a ganeration.

Among the hard things so freely said of us
procectionists by our adversaries, we have
never yet known them to assert that we failed
to make a protective toritf when we had an
opportunity. We never plead popaular igno-
ranco or prejudios as our excuse for aoting
in but balf-hearted accordance with our prin-
ciples, and never {Jlnml for timse to accustom
the people gradually to their operation. In
our view the presemt time is always the right
time to adopt protection if it nas been dis-
carded and maintain it if it has not. And we
are never aware of any pledges, or commit-
tals, or peculiar circnmstances, that rounder
partial or total free trade the right thing for
to-day, though perhaps not for to-morrow,

We have now a proteetive tariff. True, the
duties imposed by it on most staples—pig
iron, coal, salt, sngar, wool, paper, ete,—are
lower than the duties levied by the Calhounn-
Lowndes tariff of 1816, which were impoaed
for revenue, with but slight regard to protec-
tion. We think the present Uongress erred
in reducing many rates of daty, especially
those on pig iron and sugar. Still, we are
content with the tariff as it is, as a whole—
willing to abide by it as better than anything
likely to be substituted for it, Bhould it be
overthrown, we trust it will give place to one
founded on the opposite principle and in por-
fect consistency with the doctrine of free
trade. Then the people, having pgiven each

rinciple a fair triall? will be enabled to judge
intelligently between them.

The one great mistake of Mr, Clay's career
was the Tariff Compromise of 1833, Had he
then said, ‘‘The country has just rachosen
General Jackson its President. His party has
a decided majority in either House. Let that
majority frame and pass just such a tarifl as
it deems best; and, if it does not work waell,
the country knows how to get rid of it"—we
should, in the election of 1836, have pre-
cluded years of disaster and suffering. By his
compromise our manufacturing and mining
interests purchased a transient reprieve, at a
heavy cost to the country and themselves.
We trust that mistake may never be repeated.
The World, indeed, says: —

“Seeirg thas protection was in danger, Mr. Olay
agted llke a prudent navigator in s storm, and
threw over a part of the cargo to save the ship,”

It seems to us that he threw over the ship,
aud only saveda part of the cargo for a litt
while.

The Werld adds:—

“By that bill, the tarif was brought down to the
revenue standard by a series of mnccessive reduc-
tions, extending o nine years."

Yeos; and when we, at the end of nine
yoars, had got down to ‘‘the revenue stand-
ard,” we bad neither revenue nor oredit, and
had to go back $o protection to reclaim them.
Why not state that ?

‘The World now talks of not being *‘willing
to bring sudden ruin on any great interest.”
If there be any ‘‘great interest” anxions to
be ruined a little more deliberately, let it
spply at the World affice. Bat we have heard
enongh of this kind of mercy, We ask the
free-traders to submit to the next Congress a
tanff bill whieh accords exactly and in all
respscts with their principles and convic-
tions; and, if the trimmers and twaddlers,
who believe in nothing but the offices they
hold or are trying to seeure, undertake to
supplant this Ly one that is ““neither fish,
flesh, norj good red herring,” we are quite
confident that they will ba defaatsd.

*‘Does protestion protect?” asks one of the
least scrupulous manipulators of facts and
figures for the Free-trade League. Protec-
tiopists think that question answers itself,
We beg to propose as next in order—'‘Do
free-traders want free trade’’ If they do,
let them set and vote, accordingly. They
certainly will net secure what they want by
going instead for something else,

They weore
simply so much property, like g0 many oxen
or horses or sheep. With them life was only
bog and hominy and molasses. Whether
trade wns poor or thriving, whether ecrops
were full or barren, whether thers were rail-
rouds or canals or indnstries, was of no
value. But now they live and think. The
negro has an interest in every onnce of tea,
every pound of sugar and tobacco. It re-
presents bis own industry, and he must
gusrd and hoard it if he would prosper.

Ju the West the peopla nead cheap iron,
lumber and coal. Next to salt and air iron is
of more necessity to modern civilization, to
the comfori and bappiness of mankind, than
any substance known in science. The price
of iron affects us as much as the price of
whesat or corn. Cheap iron means cheapness
in transportation, in household furniture, in
agriculture. Fyery new country needs cheap
iron. One railway in Indiana and Kansas is
of more walue to the country—a larger con-
tribution to its wealth and }n'oa erity—than
twenty iron wills in Pennsylvania, Bo a fax
uvpon pig-irop, while aiding a few iron-
mausters, is virtually a tax upon every bushel
of wheat—nupon the labor of every farmer in
the West.
the men who make the iron is protectsa—
that without protecton the mill would stop
and they starve—is absurd; for if they cannot

puddle iron ore at small wages in unhealthy |

mills, they have only to go into the cheap
Weastern counties and till ths ground. For
this remson the revenue reformers, in de-
manding cheap iron, strike a chord to whioch
the Western Territories and States will
respond.

Another strong pointin this new platformis
the removel of the tax upon wool and Inmber
and coel. Why should wool be taxed? This
article enters into the economy of our daily
existence so0 absolutely that every penuy put
upon it is a tax npon every laboring man who
wears a woollen eoat, or who buys his wife a
woollen dress. Is it not of more importance
that the millions of poor laboring men should
bave cheap clothing than that we should have
large herds of _sheep, especially as in the pro-
grees of national growth agriculture will pro-
tect its own sheep growth? The tax upon
lumber is virtually an embarge upan our ship-
pivg and a bindrance to the social develop-
ment of our new civilization. Lumber isscant
emough in many parts of America. If a
farmer builds & house at the base eof the
Rocky Mountaims, he must bring his lnmber
from Chicago. In that item alone transpor-
tation is & grievous tax, amd when to
this we add & protective impost we put
upon the farmer a heavy burden. Ame-
rica wants cheap lnmber for the sea, just
as she wants cheap iron for the land.
Our shipping is dead, from the sheer
inability of our capitalists to build ships in
competition with the builders on the Clyde.

While conceding these salu reflorms
these revenue reformers halt, ow, true
revenue reformm shonld go deeper into this
question of removing taxes. We look in
vain through the speeches of the eloguent
speakers at Delmoniso’'s to find any sugges-
tion for the removal of taxation frowm tea and
sugar and coffee. We are asked to look aé
the English tariff as an ideal tariff. Well,
the English tariff, we believe, is levied upon
nine articles—spirits and wine, tea and
coffee, suger and tobaocco, currants, raisins,
and chicory. Of these artioles, tea, coffes,
and sugar pay thirty millions aonually, or
more than one-third of the whole revenue.
Now, if the revenue raformers mean
to popularice their cause,
mean to ‘take hold of the people, let
them add to their platform whatthe humblest
and poorest can undersiand, and remove tax-
ation from articles which are necessaries of
life. The trne theory of all taxation is te

ut the burdens upon the shoulders that can
Ew them. John Bright recently callad upon
England to give her labering men a ‘-f::.
breakfast table,” He proposed to do it by
abolishing the impost upon the tes, coffee,
and sugar which {orm s part of the breakfast
of the est, ‘This is true, high democratie
ground. Our friends must not be content
with free iron, lumber, weol, and coal, A tax
upon these does not begin to fall npon the
workingman as heavily as one cent a pound
upon iea or coffes or sugar, and he twue
reform is that whioh makes the uecessities of
life an cheap as possible, )

Still, with§ all its fanlts and coundities, this
is a great y, with many noble ities
and & splendid work before it. Nor must
our pohiticians overlook its importance, nor
the necessity of counceding to the West and
the South 'id they will surely demand. We
do not think that there is b in the
strength of the party to embarrass the polit!-
oal canvaes of 1872, That will be Qlt?ht
upon clean and square political lives.
